RAC calls for 
better signs 
on busway

BETTER signage is needed to 
prevent drivers new to the 
town from accidently driving 
on the recently opened 
busway, according to the RAC. 

The breakdown service, 
which has had to pick up two of 
its members from the Luton 
Dunstable Busway, said more 
needed to be done to ‘prevent 
visitors from accidentally 
straying on to it’. 

In recent weeks a number of 
cars have been spotted driving 
on the busway tracks via the 
entrance near the junction of 
Mill Street and Guildford 
Street whilst other motorists 
have been driving into the bus 
lane on Station Road. 

The RAC said one of their 
patrollers has picked up two 
drivers who had been visiting 
the area and had damaged 
their cars. 

One was a man following his 
sat-nav who damaged his car’s 
suspension. The second was a 
woman who burst a tyre after 
missing a sign for the busway. 

RAC spokesman Simon 
Williams said: “While locals 


clearly know the busway is not 
part of the road network, it 
appears that even more needs 
to be done to prevent visitors 
from accidentally straying on 
to it. 

“We know that motorists don’t 
set out to make mistakes like 
this which would indicate that 
signage, road markings and 
fences need to be improved to 
prevent further occurrences.” 

Luton council said that ‘rely¬ 
ing on sat-navs is simply no 
excuse’ and added that it had 
notified one satellite naviga¬ 
tion maker that Station Road 
was no longer a road. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The signage is to Government- 
approved standards and in our 
view is entirely appropriate as 
it strikes the right balance 
between informing drivers of 
the regulations and not over 
cluttering the street scene. 

“As there are clear ‘Bus only’ 
and ‘No entry’ signs, road 
markings and car trap warn¬ 
ings, there is absolutely no 
excuse for any motorist driving 
with due care and attention to 
proceed onto the busway.” 

He added: “Relying on sat- 
navs is simply no excuse. As 
anyone who has used a sat-nav 


knows they are intended as a 
guide only and do not remove 
responsibility from the driver 
to follow the highway code and 
local signage. 

“We have no control over the 
accuracy of individual sat-nav 
systems and this is a matter for 
those companies alone 
although we have notified one 
company that Station Road is 
no longer a road.” 

Driving on the busway is ille¬ 
gal and can lead to the legal 
action resulting in a criminal 
record and a fine of up to £1,000. 

On Friday, Councillor Dave 
Taylor said the council was 
waiting for things to ‘bed 
down’ but would take action if 
drivers kept on using the 
busway. 

He said: “The sat-nav is only 
intended to guide you - it’s not 
got its hand on the steering 
wheel. 

“We are not penalising any¬ 
one at the moment because we 
want it to bed down but if it 
persists then we will have to 
take action.” 

In an unrelated incident this 
week on Wednesday, a car 
driving along Hatters Way 
crashed through a fence and 
ended up on the bus tracks.

Legal expert to look at 
airport expansion plan

AN INDEPENDENT barrister has 
been asked to examine plans to 
expand Luton Airport. 

Luton council said it made the 
move in response to a request 
from a Hertfordshire county 
councillor. 

A decision on plans to increase 
passenger capacity at the airport 
from 12 million to 18 million pas¬ 
sengers a year was due to have 
been taken on November 21 but it 
was deferred to a later date. 

The proposals by the airport’s 
operating company London 
Luton Airport Operations Ltd 
(LLAOL) have received criticism 
from politicians and officials in 
neighbouring authorities such as 
Harpenden and St Albans. 

As the council owns the airport 
and is also the planning authori¬ 
ty critics have questioned the 
impartiality of any decision on 
the plans. 

Luton council said it would be 
asking John Steel, an aviation 
specialist planning QC, to con¬ 
duct a full independent review. 

A council spokesman said: 
“This decision was taken to meet 
a request from the Cabinet 
Member for Community Safety 
and Planning at Hertfordshire 
County Council, received on 18 


November, to provide a second 
and impartial legal opinion on 
all the work undertaken in 
respect of the airport’s capacity 
and the provisions of the 
Planning Act 2008. 

“Whilst the delay is regrettable, 
Luton Borough Council has 
therefore appointed John Steel, 
an aviation specialist planning 
QC, and has additionally used 
this opportunity to ask Mr Steel 
to conduct a full independent 
review of the application.” 

The spokesman also added that 
the authority had been given 
government direction not to 


grant planning permission with¬ 
out specific authorisation from 
the Secretary of State of 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Airport said: “We are confident 
that Luton Borough Council will 
take the appropriate steps to 
ensure our application to develop 
the airport will be appropriately 
scrutinised and determined.” 

Earlier this week the £394.4m 
contract to run the airport was 
acquired by Spanish air giant 
AENA and investors Ardian after 
being sold by Abertis.

The by-election followed the 
resignation of Councillor Ruth 
Gammons from the seat on 
Central Bedfordshire Council.

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Parking warning signs 
will go promises store

SIGNS warning drivers they would 
be fined for using a supermarket car 
park without shopping there were 
put up in error and will be removed, 
according to the store. 

Aldi, in Church Street, Dunstable, 
said the notices warning of £70 fines 
had been mistakenly put up by its 
parking contractor ParkingEye and 
would be removed ‘at the earliest 
opportunity’. 

When the store, which opened in 
2007, first applied for planning per¬ 
mission from Central Bedfordshire 
Council, it was given the condition 
that it had to offer free short-term car 
parking to both store customers and 
non-customers. 

However, signs have appeared stat¬ 
ing that parking was only free for 
people using the store. Customers 
were also told if they spent more than 
40 minutes in-store they had to enter 
their registration vehicle number at a 
terminal inside the shop. 

Anyone who failed to comply with 
either condition was told they would 
be liable to receive a £70 fine. 

Councillor Nigel Young, the execu¬ 
tive member for Strategic 



Development and Economic 
Regeneration at Central Beds council, 
said: “We are aware of the problem 
and we are in discussions with Aldi to 
address this issue. 

“The car park should be operating 
in accordance with the obligations in 
the planning agreement which 
require provision for short stay car 
parking for visitors to the town cen¬ 
tre. In the spirit of goodwill we would 
hope that the store would reimburse 
any individuals who have been inap¬ 
propriately issued with a ticket.” 


An Aldi spokesperson said: “Parking 
is available free of charge at our 
Dunstable store for anybody 
shopping either at Aldi or in the town 
centre. 

“In line with the agreements in 
place for the site, we have introduced 
a limit of 90 minutes free parking to 
ensure that spaces are always availa¬ 
ble for our shoppers.” 

He added: “The signs were put up in 
error by the parking contractor and 
they will be taken down at the earliest 
opportunity.”

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Safety concerns 
over road changes

RESIDENTS in Dunstable 
have started a petition call¬ 
ing for Court Drive to be 
returned to its former state, 
after saying that they fear 
‘improvements’ to the area 
will result in someone being 
killed. 

Work was undertaken by 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
this summer to redevelop the 
road into a ‘shared space’ for 
pedestrians and motorists, 
by ‘enhancing the general 
street environment and 
reducing the amount of visu¬ 
al clutter and obstacles’. 

However, the initial £1.2m 
improvements have left both 
motorists and pedestrians 
confused, and in September 
the authority made further 
changes - including the addi¬ 
tion of knee-high fencing ‘to 
stop drivers from going on to 
the landscaped verges’. 

But these alterations have 
done little to allay the fears of 
residents, who have again 
expressed their concerns 
about the layout of the roads. 

A petition, which currently 
has 82 signatures, has been

started which calls on the 
authority to bring back the 
controlled pedestrian cross¬ 
ings which had been in place 
prior to the changes. 

It adds: “We believe the 
current system to be highly 
dangerous for both pedestri¬ 
ans and motorists. 

“We are seriously con¬ 
cerned that fatalities will 
occur unless controlled, safe, 
pedestrian crossings are 
re-instated as a matter of 
considerable urgency.” 


In response to concerns, 
Councillor Budge Wells said: 
“Taking on board 
people’s comments, we’ve 
already made changes to 
Court Drive to help drivers 
and pedestrians, including 
putting in additional signage 
and installed planters on 
traffic islands to stop people 
driving over them. 

“We will be carrying out 
further safety audits to check 
for any issues that we need to 
address.”

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TV slot for report 
on gang violence

RESEARCH carried out by a 
Luton-based academic into 
sexual violence has featured 
in a television programme. 

On Thursday, the BBC 
Crimewatch show discussed 
a report by the Office of the 
Children’s Commissioner 
about sexual violence among 
children and young people. 

It was published this week 
alongside work done by the 
University of Bedfordshire. 

In its own research, the uni¬ 


versity found significant sex¬ 
ual victimisation within gang 
environments, and that for 
some children and young 
people, sexual violence - 
including rape - was seen as 
part of everyday life. 

A 15-year-old girl told 
researchers: “He feels in con¬ 
trol of the streets anyway.... 
so he’ll want things to go his 
way, so he won’t be thinking 
‘this is rape’, when it actually 
is.” 

The work was carried out 
between 2011 and 2013 across 
six sites in England with 188 


young people, half of whom 
were under-18, and 76 profes¬ 
sionals. Nearly half the young 
people interviewed said vic¬ 
tims of sexual violence 
‘deserved it’ or ‘asked for it’. 

Luton-based professor 
fenny Pearce, director of the 
research, said early interven¬ 
tion in schools was needed to 
combat the problem. She said 
the research showed that 
‘when we think of gang vio¬ 
lence, we now must not only 
think of guns and knives, but 
sex and the sexual exploita¬ 
tion of young women too.”

Drunken prank led 
to a stabbing attack

A MAN stabbed his best 
friend seven times in an 
uncharacteristic outburst of 
violence after a drunken 
prank, a court has heard. 

Thomas Furr, 25, of Birchen 
Grove, Luton, pleaded guilty 
at Luton Crown Court on 
Friday to assaulting Andrew 
Ayres, causing actual bodily 
harm on Friday, November 1 
this year. 

Judge David Farrell QC gave 
him a twelve month prison 


sentence suspended for two 
years with an alcohol treat¬ 
ment requirement and a six 
months curfew. He was also 
ordered to pay £535 prosecu¬ 
tion costs. 

The incident happened after 
a drunken prank in which 
Furr, a customer services 
agent in the motor trade, was 
covered in shaving foam. 

He armed himself with a 
small kitchen knife and 
stabbed his best friend seven 
times. Six of the wounds 
barely cut the skin and the 
seventh in his arm was small. 


When police arrived the vic¬ 
tim did not want to make a 
complaint and other friends 
said the attacker had left the 
house, but Furr came forward 
and said to police: “It’s me 
you are looking for. I lost my 
temper, he is my best mate.” 

Judge Farrell said Furr’s 
sensible decision to give him¬ 
self up saved him from going 
immediately to prison. 

But he said Furr would 
spend every night for the next 
six months at home on a 
curfew so that he could not go 
out drinking.

There is a logic to the spare room subsidy

SIR - Your front page 
article on spare room 
subsidy gave some 
facts and missed some 
others which should be 
mentioned. 

For people faced with 
the options of downsiz¬ 
ing or paying an 
increase in rent these 
numbers are irrelevant. 
It is a huge change and 
no one under estimates 
the upheaval faced by 
people who must find 
the extra money, or 
move to smaller accom¬ 
modation that meets 
their current needs. 

And we know that find¬ 
ing that accommodation 
is very difficult. 

Under Labour the 
housing benefit bill 
almost doubled to £20 
billion and the number 
of people on social 
housing waiting lists 
nearly doubled. Ed 
Milliband does not want 
to sustain the subsidy, 
so would he just leave 
people on waiting lists? 

The spare room subsi¬ 
dy applies only to people 
in social housing, bring¬ 
ing them into line with 
others whose accom¬ 
modation, though it may 


be paid for by the 
council, is provided by 
private landlords. 

People who rent from 
private landlords have 
always had to pay for 
the rooms they rent. 

People in social hous¬ 
ing were dealt with dif¬ 
ferently. If the family 
grew and moved on, the 
family house remained 
even though the 


parentfs) left behind 
might only need one 
bedroom. 

But other families live 
in short term accommo¬ 
dation because of the 
shortage of housing. 

Why should people in 
private rented accom¬ 
modation pay for their 
rooms (via Housing 
Benefit] whilst those in 
social housing did not. 


And why should the 
people in Luton who are 
in temporary accommo¬ 
dation, or bed and 
breakfast whilst others 
have houses or flats 
with spare rooms? 

It is not difficult to see 
where the logic comes 
from - or the desire to 
bring fairness into the 
system, for all. 

It is not an easy policy 


to introduce but 
because of the levels of 
spending and need left 
by the last Labour gov¬ 
ernment, changes have 
had to be introduced. 

The government has 
given funding to local 
councils to alleviate 
need during the chang¬ 
es: Discretionary 
Housing Payments for 
2013/14 [£180 million] 
and 2014/15 (£125 mil¬ 
lion] to support vulnera¬ 
ble claimants with the 
transition. 

There are also special 
arrangements for 
people with one or more 
disabled children where 
a child cannot share a 
room. 

No one suggests this 
is an easy policy. 

People in private rented 
accommodation receiv¬ 
ing housing benefit may 
see the fairness in the 
change. 

For people in social 
rented accommodation, 
times are hard and 
change is always diffi¬ 
cult to manage. But we 
all recognise the need 
to live within our means.

‘Public are the police’

office, let me clarify for him. The 
role of Police and Crime 
Commissioner is new. 

The former unelected Police 
Authorities were replaced by 
directly elected Police 
Commissioners. We are respon¬ 
sible for the governance of the 
police, such as setting priorities 
and the budget. This is the 
definition of a political role. 

On Mr Smith’s second point, 
police numbers across the coun¬ 
ty have fallen because of the 
governments 20 per cent cut to 
the police budget. 

Police officers cannot be made 
redundant so the fall in numbers 
has been achieved by not replac¬ 
ing police officers who retire or 
leave the service. However I am 
now able to recruit again after a 
period of frozen recruitment, 
although we won’t be able to 
replace all officers who leave, so 
overall police strength will still 
fall because of the Tory Lib Dem 
government cuts. 

Nevertheless the recruitment 
of 80 PCs is an opportunity to 
increase the diversity of our 
police force so it better reflects 
the communities it is serving. Sir 
Robert Peel, the founder of mod¬ 
ern policing and a Conservative 
Home Secretary, set out the prin¬ 
ciple that: “The police are the 
public and the public are the 


police”. It is this principle that I 
as the Police and Crime 
Commissioner am following.

Daily school run 
is so full of stress 


I SPENT the best part of 
four years travelling up 
to Staffordshire most 
working days.

Did you come home 
with two? Not sure. You’ll 
have to hop to school. For 
some reason the other shoe 
sits in the bathroom. 

You’ll need a coat. She 
doesn’t like the coat. Too 
bad. And the hair needs 
doing. If I may digress and 
sound a bit sexist at the same 
time, girls are much worse 
than boys. Lay out the 
clothes at the bottom of a 
boy’s bed and he will wake 
up and climb into them 
without really being aware of 


what he is wearing. Not girls. 
Clothes have to be right, hair 
has to be right. And we 
haven’t even reached the 
make-up stage. 

Nearly ready, she inspects 
the pack-up and decides I 
have given her the wrong 
crisps. Last week her favour¬ 
ite was cheese and onion, 
now it is salt and vinegar. So 
now the journey can begin. 

If we are in the car before 
8:15, she chooses the radio, 
which is Radio 1, if not I 
choose Radio 2. Whoever 
chooses the other complains 
that they never play any 
music, just boring talk.

A SERVICE which has pro¬ 
vided free books to children 
is set to shut down if it 
doesn't find new sponsors. 

The Dolly Parton 
Imagination Library, which 
runs nationwide, has sent a 
free book once a month to 
kids in the town from the day 
they are born up until they 
turn five.

Cops target drink 
drivers this winter 


DRIVERS who are found 
guilty of driving while over 
the alcohol limit during 
December could lose their 
licences before Christmas, 
police are warning as they 
step up their patrols this 
winter.

The initiative, which runs 
up until Wednesday, lanuary 
1, will also allow members of 
the public to call a confiden¬ 
tial dedicated hotline and 
report drink and drug driv¬

ment activity will be passed 
directly to the public via 
@roadpoliceBCH on Twitter. 

The campaign is being 
carried out by officers from 
the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire forces, which 
makes it easier for traffic 
officers to follow suspected 
drunk drivers across the 
region as the borders 
between the three counties 
cease to exist. 

Chief Inspector Richard 
Hann said: “We are support¬ 
ing this campaign to raise 
awareness among drivers 
that any alcohol can impair 
your judgement, cause 
difficulty assessing road 
conditions and ultimately 
cause a serious collision. 

“There is no safe drink 
drive limit, so if you want to 
enjoy a drink this Christmas, 
then make sure you have 


organised a way to get home, 
either through a designated 
non-drinker, public trans¬ 
port or a taxi. 

“It is also important to 
remember that alcohol will 
stay in your system for a 
while. It is often unsafe to 
drive the following morning. 

“We are stopping people 
round the clock, so don’t 
think you’ll be able to get 
away with drink driving 
because it is the morning 
and police are not likely to 
be out and about.” 

Officers will be carrying 
out breath tests and, where 
relevant, Field Impairment 
Tests to all drivers involved 
in any road collisions they 
attend. They will also be on 
the lookout for any suspi¬ 
cious driving and will stop 
and check anyone suspected 
of committing a driving 
offence.

Good cause CHUMS was awarded nearly 
£50,000 this week. LAUREN ARCHELL 
learns how the money will be spent 


A BEDFORDSHIRE-based 
trauma and emotional 
well-being service for 
children has won £50,000 
in the ITV People’s Millions 
competition. 

CHUMS, which receives 
1,500 referrals per year, helps 
young people to share their 
feelings, gaining valuable 
support at a difficult time. 

In order to help, the charity 
organises workshops for 
children and for young 
people, residential week¬ 
ends, family days and 
remembrance services. 

Now CHUMS will be able 
to use the new funds to 
expand its recreational 
therapies service, which was 
successfully trialled in 
August this year. 

The entire process, from 
applying to being involved 
with the People’s Millions, 
has taken six months. 

Sue Clarke, fundraiser at 
CHUMS, said: “We applied 
to Peoples Millions back in 
May and were told we were 
on the reserve list in 
September. 

“In October we were told 
that we had made it onto the 


final list and only in 
November could we actually 
tell anyone! 

“So we had just under four 
weeks to prepare and deliver 
our campaign which was co¬ 
ordinated across our busi¬ 
ness and personal networks 
and through social media.” 

This creative campaign 
included being invited onto 
the pitch at Luton Town 
Football Club to address 
over 6,000 sports fans about 
the cause. On Tuesday the 
vote opened and members of 
the public were encouraged 
to vote for CHUMS - and it 
was later crowned the 
worthy winner. 

Sue added: “The money 
will allow us to go ahead 
with providing support to 
those who can’t readily 
engage in traditional talking 
therapies and need a more 
flexible type of support. 


“In two days we had 
already started to make real 
breakthroughs. 

“We have known for a few 
years that we needed to pro¬ 
vide a different kind of sup¬ 
port for some children who 
cannot put into words what 
is making their lives so diffi¬ 
cult, so it is a dream come 
true that we now have the 
funding in place to get this 
service up and running.” 

Now the charity, based in 
Wrest Park, Silsoe, will be 
able to roll out the service. 

CHUMS’ chief executive 
Dawn Hewitt said: “Wow, 
what more can I say than a 
big thank you to everyone 
who has helped us to secure 
this amazing prize. We 
couldn’t have done it 
without you and the team at 
CHUMS is just overwhelmed 
by all the support we’ve 
received.”

Legal action agreed 
to fill empty homes

LUTON council has chosen to 
use its legal powers to pur¬ 
chase three long term vacant 
properties in the town. 

The properties in Atherstone 
Road, Alesia Road and 
Bramingham Road have been 
described as ‘a blight on the 
areas’ and have been attract¬ 
ing antisocial behaviour and 
nuisance to neighbours. 

The decision was made by 
Luton Borough Council’s 


Executive following unsuc¬ 
cessful discussions with the 
property owners about taking 
action to bring the homes 
back into use. 

Now they have agreement to 
use their Compulsory 
Purchase Order (CPO) pow¬ 
ers, housing officers will try 
one final time to persuade 
the owners to bring the prop¬ 
erties back into occupation. 

If they still refuse to cooper¬ 
ate, the legal process will 
then commence. 

Under Section 17 of the 
Housing Act 1985 councils 


can to apply for a CPO when 
other approaches to bringing 
properties back into occupa¬ 
tion have proved fruitless. 

Cllr Tom Shaw, Portfolio 
Holder for housing, said: “We 
always want to work with 
landlords who may be strug¬ 
gling to sell or let out their 
home as we can advise them 
how they can bring them 
back to the market. 

“However, when they sim¬ 
ply refuse to cooperate, as 
these owners have done, we 
can and will use our legal 
powers.”

Polished performances as Hunger 
Games seauel almost catches fire 



FILM REVIEW 

Hunger Games: Catching Fire (12A] 

Directed by Francis Lawrence 


IN this week’s review, our resident film expert 
Gavin Miller takes a look at the latest 
instalment in the Hunger Games series. 

THE sequel to last year’s box office sensation 
The Hunger Games impressively builds on 
solid foundations - without ever really catch¬ 
ing fire itself. 

With two more sequels to follow - the split- 
in-half final book Mockingjay - as part of a 
franchise quadrilogy, Oscar winner fennifer 
Lawrence (The Silver Linings Playbook) grows 
even more impressively into the role of 
reluctant warrior Katniss Everdeen. 

Alongside a strong supporting cast - which 
this time boasts the likes of Phillip Seymour- 
Hoffman (Oscar winner for Capote), leffrey 
Wright (Casino Royale) and Amanda Plummer 
(Pulp Fiction) - and a more polished produc¬ 
tion (helmed by the director of I Am Legend), 
Lawrence’s presence helps elevate this to the 
next level. 

It does take a while to actually reach ‘the 
games’ part of the film, with the first half of 
the film being more methodical than exhila¬ 
rating, with Katniss and 74th Hunger Games 
co-winner Peeta Mallark (losh Hutcherson) 
becoming targets of the Capitol - primarily 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland) - as their 
victor’s tour of the districts lights the embers 
of a rebellion. 

But the curveball (minor spoilers ahead) sees 
Katniss and Peeta literally thrown back into 
the viper’s nest when only past winners of the 
games can compete for a special seventy-five- 
year celebration - including favourite Finnick 
(Suffolk-born Brit actor Sam Claflin) and the 
sexy lohanna (Sucker Punch’s lena Malone) - 
making this the deadliest Hunger Games yet. 

Arguably the actual ‘games’ part of the movie 


isn’t as shockingly visceral as the first film, 
and the movie might not quite pan-out as 
some cinema-goers may expect - but again 
Lawrence, Hutcherson, Liam Hemsworth, 
Woody Harrelson, Elizabeth Banks and co all 
play their part in what is building into an epic 
series. 

It is undoubtedly a classier product than the 


likes of the Twilight Saga - and deserves plau¬ 
dits as this simmers nicely towards an exciting 
finale.
